Thank you to everyone who came to the hearing, spoke at the hearing, submitted letters, and beyond! 
The Little Tokyo community continues to demonstrate we are strongest when united, and willing to 
show up and fight for our historic neighborhood when necessary. 


Overview of issue: 
Avalon Bay is planning to bring 7-Eleven into Little Tokyo, to be located in the AVA Little Tokyo 


building at 2nd & Los Angeles. 7-Eleven is requesting a Conditional Use Permit liquor license to sell 
beer and wine off-site. At the February committee meetings, Board meeting, and General Membership 
meeting, LTCC has voted on and approved the following motions: 


e That LTCC opposes the 7-Eleven request to allow off-site sales of alcohol, and its proposed 
hours of operation, 
e That LTCC opposes the 7-Eleven store be located at Avalon Bay in Little Tokyo. 


7-Eleven's request to sell off-site ligquor was presented to Zoning Administrator Fernando Tovar in a 
hearing on Wednesday, March 7th. 


Update 1: 
After over 20 people from the Little Tokyo community spoke, in addition to the many letters submitted 


to the Zoning Administrator, Zoning Administrator Fernando Tovar decided to keep the case open for 
another thirty days, so that community members could continue to submit documentation and 
concerns.

7-Eleven sent a proposal negotiating for community support on their CUP Request. LTCC All- 


Committees discussed their concessions/proposal, and will bring their recommendation to LTCC Board 
and General Membership at the April 24th LTCC Meetings. The Zoning Administrator has extended the 
hearing period on this case for another 30 days - until May Yth
